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WORLD  MILK  OUTPUT  IN  1979 
INCREASING  AT  SLOWER  RATE  * 


SUMMARY 


Milk  output  in  36  principal  producing  countries  is  forecast  to  increase 
less  than  0.6  percent  in  1979  to  403.7  million  metric  tons.     This  increase 
is  lower  than  previously  expected,  primarily  because  of  a  projected  3.2 
percent  decrease  in  1979  production  in  the  USSR,  the  world's  largest  single 
country  producer.     This  shortfall  will  be  caused  by  poor-quality  grain  and 
less-than-adequate  roughage  supplies,  resulting  in  depressed  per-cow  pro- 
ductivity.    Elsewhere,  milk  production  rebounded  sharply  in  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  with  increases  of  11  and  8  percent,  respectively,  during  the 
1978/79  season. 


Butter  production  is  forecast  to  increase  slightly — 6,000  tons — in  1979, 
maintaining  the  pattern  of  yearly  increases  since  1975.     The  European  Com- 
munity (EC)  continues  to  expand  butter  production,  forecast  to  reach  al- 
most 2  million  tons  in  1979,  causing  its  already  burdensome  stocks  to  in- 
crease still  further.    World^de  stocks  should  reach  980,000  tons  in  1979 
and  the  EC,  with  677,000  tons,  will  hold  69  percent  of  the  total. 


World  cheese  production  continues  to  grow  as  cheese  remains  a  popular 
consumer  item,  particularly  in  the  United  States  and  the  EC.    World  pro- 
duction, consumption,  and  exports  are  expected  to  be  up  3.3,  2.6,  and 
3.7  percent,  respectively.     The  outlook  is  for  Increased  emphasis  on 
cheese  manufacture. 


World  production  of    nonfat  dry  milk  (NFDM)  is  expected  to  be  down  1.4 
percent  in  1979  to  slightly  over  4  million  tons  partly  because  liquid  skim 
milk  is  being  shifted  into  more  profitable  casein  manufacture.    The  large 
stock  position  that  has  prevailed  since  1975  has  dramatically  decreased 
and  1979  stocks,  at  748,000  tons,  will  be  down  almost  63  percent  from  the 
1976  record  level  of  2  million  tons.     The  EC,  which  holds  about  39  percent 
of  world  stocks,  is  largely  responsible  for  the  decrease  by  its  successful 
use  of  large  subsidies  to  encourage  domestic  use  of  NFDM  in  hog,  poultry, 
and  calf  feed  rations. 


World  casin  production  will  expand  by  7  percent  In  1979  to  183,000  tons. 
Output  in  the  8  major  producing  countries  will  show  moderate  increases,  ex- 
cept in  New  Zealand,  which  increased  production  12.3  percent,  largely  as  a 
result  of  strong  import  demand  in  the  U.S.  market.     In  the  future,  casein  man- 
ufacture should  level  off,  mainly  because  of  the  large  butter  surplus  that  is 
expected  to  encourage  diversion  of  milk  to  more  profitable  cheese  manufacture. 
This  would  result  in  less  skim  milk  available  for  casein  manufacture. 

MILK 

EC  milk  production  is  expected  to  expand  again  in  1979,  but  not  as  much  as 
in  1978.    At  a  forecast  108.4  million  tons, this  year's  production  will  be  up 
1.9  percent,  compared  with  growth  of  3.5  percent  in  1978.     Despite  ongoing 
programs  to  encourage  conversion  of  dairy  herds,  cows  in  milk  should  increase 
by  about  0.6  percent  (162,000  head)  in  1979.     In  a  further  effort  to  halt  the 
burgeoning  increase  in  milk  output,  the  EC  Council  of  Agricultural  Ministers 
imposed  a  freeze  on  the  target  price  for  milk  and  the  intervention  price  for 
milk  products  for  the  1979/80  marketing  year.     The  co-responsibility  levy —  a 
producer  tax —  will  remain  at  0.5  percent.    However,  if  the  quantity  of  milk 
delivered  during  1979  is  more  than  2  percent  above  that  delivered  in  1978, 
the  levy  will  be  raised  to  1  percent  during  the  1980/81  marketing  year,  ex- 
cept for  those  producers  who  did  not  increase  their  milk  deliveries .  Funds 
generated  from  the  co-responsibility  levy  are  used,  among  other  things,  for 
promoting  the  consumption  of  dairy  products  within  the  EC. 

In  1979,  milk  production  is  projected  to  expand  in  the  non-EC  West  Euro- 
pean nations  by  almost  1.9  percent.     In  Austria,  where  a  marketing  quota  is 
in  effect,  production  is  up  slightly,  but  farm  sales  of  raw  milk  to  factories 
will  remain  approximately  at  last  year's  level.     This  development  implies 
that  no  further  growth  will  occur  in  Austria's  large  dairy  surplus  this  year. 
Swiss  milk  production,  despite  a  producer  quota  system,  continues  to  creep 
upward,  and  pressure  from  Swiss  dairjonen  is  likely  to  result  in  increases  in 
the  national  milk  quota  and  the  guaranteed  price  for  milk. 

In  Australia,  the  1977/7  8  (July-June)  year  was  generally  unfavorable  be- 
cause of  poor  pasture  conditions  resulting  from   widespread  drought.  Pro- 
duction was  down  over  10  percent  and  milk  cow  numbers  and  productivity  suf- 
fered.    Seasonal  conditions  in  1978/79  were  excellent  and  both  output  per 
cow  and  total  milk  production  increased  over  the  preceding  year's  levels. 
Output  per  cow  was  up  17  percent  but  a  continued  decline  in  cow  numbers  held 
production  to  5.9  million  tons,  and  11  percent  increase.     The  1979/80  year 
is  not  expected  to  be  as  favorable  as  the  season  just  past,  but  milk  pro- 
duction may  reach  about  95-96  percent  of  the  1978/79  season's  level. 

New  Zealand's  1978/79  (June-May)  dairy  season  suffered  a  6-8  week  dry 
spell,  which  caused  a  drop  in  production.     However,  good  rains  in  February 
and  March  brought  a  resurgence  of  pasture  growth  and  an  unprecendented  in- 
crease in  dairy  production.     Total  production  for  the  season  is  estimated  at 
6.6  million  tons,  up  8.2  percent  from  the  1977/78  level,  falling  just  short 
of  the  1976/77  season's  record  total. 
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In  the  United  States,  production  gains  in  the  second  half  of  the  year — as 
well  as  expected  large  feedgrain  crops,  indicate  that  an  increase  in  milk  out- 
put of  about  1.2  percent  above  the  1978  level  can  be  anticipated. 

Milk  production  in  Japan  continued  its  upward  trend,  registering  an  increase 
of  6.8  percent  in  1978  and  a  forecast  5.3  percent  increase  in  1979.     The  Japan- 
ese Government  and  dairy  industry  are  greatly  concerned  about  the  milk  over- 
production situation.     As  a  result,  the  new  guarantee  and  base  purchase  prices 
for  manufacturing  milk  for  1979  were  maintained  at  year-earlier  levels  and  the 
milk  quality  improvement  bonus  was  abolished. 

Milk  production  in  the  Soviet  Union,  the  world's  largest  single  country  pro- 
ducer, is  expected  to  be  down  3.2  percent — to  91.5  million  tons — in  1979.  A 
combination  of  good  quantities  but  poor-quality  grain  from  last  year's  crops 
and  less-than-adequate  roughage  supplies  depressed  per-cow  productivity  and 
total  production  in  early  1979.     This  year's  predicted  lower  grain  production 
and  spotty  roughage  supplies  caused  by  drought  in  some  of  the  main  production 
areas  have  further  depressed  1979  production.     This  decrease  is  occurring  de- 
spite record  milk  cow  numbers,  which  will  enable  the  USSR  to  increase  milk  pro- 
duction once  grain  and  roughage  supplies  improve.     The  outlook  for  1980,  however, 
is  for  a  further  reduction  in  milk  supplies. 

NFDM 

EC  production  of  nonfat  dry  milk  (NFDM)  is  expected  to  decrease  in  1979  by 
about  1.2  percent  to  2.06  million  tons.     EC  NFDM  stocks,  estimated  at  289,000 
tons,  declined  dramatically  in  1979.     This  development  is  largely  attributable 
to  the  aid  of  substantial  domestic    subsidies  which  made  NFDM  feeding  to  hogs, 
poultry  and  calves  competitive  with  other  protein  sources  such  as  soybean  meal. 
This  expensive  subsidy  program  for  feeding  NFDM  to  hogs  and  poultry  was  discon- 
tinued on  October  22.     The  EC  programs  for  the  disposal  of  NFDM  and  liquid  skim 
milk  as  calf  feed,  as  well  as  the  program  for  the  disposal  of  liquid  skim  milk 
as  feed  for  animals  other  than  calves  remain  in  effect. 

In  the  United  States,  NFDM  production  is  expected  to  decline  5.3  percent  in 
1979  to  about  395,000  tons — not  as  dramatic  a  decrease  as  in  1978,  when  pro- 
duction was  down  almost  17  percent.     Commercial  inventory  stocks  of  NFDM  at  the 
end  of  1979  will  be  about  31,750  tons,  compared  with  18,143  tons  in  1978.  How- 
ever, Government  ending  stocks,  estimated  at  176,900  tons,  while  still  large 
will  decline  28  percent  from  the  1978  level. 

Production  continues  to  decline  in  Australia,  and  at  a  forecast  of  81,000 
tons  for  1979,  is  at  its  lowest  point  since  1966,  when  production  was  63,000 
tons.     The  Australian  Dairy  Corporation  decided  to  suspend  the  issuance  of  any 
further  export  permits  for  NFDM  until  further  notice,  after  taking  into  account 
projected  production  for  the  present  season  as  well  as  the  volume  of  export 
permits  already  issued.     This  move  was  considered  essential  to  assure  domestic 
availability. 

In  contrast.  New  Zealand's  1979  production  will  increase  slightly  over  the 
previous  year's  level,  which  was  16  percent  lower  than  that  of  1977.  New 
Zealand  continues  to  seek  new  markets  as  well  as  maintain  and  expand  traditional 
ones  for  its  NFDM. 
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BUTTER 


In  the  EC,  much  of  the  increase  in  milk  supplies  has  been  going  into  butter 
production.     Butter  production  was  1.9  million  tons  in  1978,  compared  with  1.8 
million  tons  1977  and  is  forecast  to  reach  almost  2  million  tons  in  1979.  In 
1978,  major  increases  occurred  in  Ireland  (13  percent),  Belgium-Luxembourg  (15 
percent),  and  the  United  Kingdom  (21  percent).     However,  in  1979  these  coun- 
tries will  cut  back  sharply,  with  gains  forecast  to  range  only  between  3.7  and 
5.8  percent.     Stocks  of  EC  butter,  which  comprise  70  percent  of  the  world's 
total,  are  very  high.     Ending  stocks  for  1978  were  555,000  tons  and  are  fore- 
cast to  increase  22  percent  to  677,000  tons  in  1979,  and  unprecedented  high. 
In  an  effort  to  reduce  this  burdensome  stock    position,  the  EC  has  initiated 
Several  measures  to  allow  Community  consumers  to  benefit  from  surpluses  as 
well  as  to  encourage  more  demand  for  butter.     In  1978,  special  Christmas 
sales  were  offered  to  consumers  in  Germany,  Ireland,  and  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  a  general  butter  subsidy  is  currently  in  effect  in  Ireland,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Luxembourg,  and  Denmark.     In  addition,  there  have  been  subsidized 
sales  to  bakeries, ice  cream  manufacturers,  and  old-age  pension  homes.  However, 
generally  speaking,  it  appears  that  the  problem  of  oversupply  cannot  be  solved 
by  merely  creating  more  demand,  and  overproduction  and  stock  problems  will  con- 
tinue into  1980. 

There  have  been  unconfirmed  reports  that  EC  butter  sales  to  the  USSR  so  far 
this  year  have  been  between  65,000  and  80,000  tons,  and  that  the  USSR  is  attempt- 
ing to  buy  another  75,000  tons  this  winter. 

In  contrast  to  the  situation  in  the  EC, butter  production  in  the  rest  of  the 
world  was  generally  down  in  1978,  with  the  same  situation  forecast  for  1979. 

In  Eastern  Europe,  production  was  up  1.5  percent  in  1978  because  of  increased 
milk  supplies.     However,  in  1979,  production  should  be  down  by  0.7  percent, 
largely  as  a  result  of  the  severe  winter  and  its  effect  on  milk  production.  In 
Poland,  where  output  has  been  stagnating,  domestic  butter  supplies  had  to  be  aug- 
mented by  Imports  to  meet  growing  consumer  demand. 

In  the  United  States  and  Canada,  butter  production  in  1978  was  down  8.5  and 
9.7  percent,  respectively.     Production  for  1979  is  forecast  to  decrease  further 
by  1.3  percent  in  the  United  States  and  4.9  percent  in  Canada  as  milk  supplies 
are  diverted  into  cheese,  with  resulting  decreases  in  stocks. 

Australian  butter  production  is  also  declining.     Production  in  1978  was  5.1 
percent  below  1977  levels  with  a  further  reduction  of  7.1  percent  to  104,000 
tons  forecast  for  1979.     As  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  more  milk  is  being 
used  for  cheese  manufacture. 

New  Zealand's  butter  production  is  forecast  to  increase  9.6  percent  in  1979, 
rebounding  from  a  substantial  decline  in  1978.     New  Zealand,  a  traditional 
butter  exporter,  faces  an  uncertain  future  in  its  EC  market.     Access  to  the 
United  Kingdom  market  is  guaranteed  only  through  1980  and  is  limited  to  120,000 
tons  in  1979  and  115,000  tons  in  1980.     These  figures  may  be  reduced  even  fur- 
ther if  the  EC  requests  lower  imports  in  exchange  for  a  reduction  in  the  im- 
port levy  on  New  Zealand  butter  or  continued  limited  market  access  after  1980. 
New  Zealand  must  seek  new  markets  for  its  butter  or  face  the  alternative  of  pro- 
ducing other  products. 
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CHEESE 


Cheese  production  in  the  EC  continues  to  climb,  with  an  estimated  2.5  percent 
Increase  forecast  for  1979.     The  largest  Increases  will  be  In  Ireland  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  where  output  Is  up  20  and  7  percent,  respectively.     France,  the 
EC's  largest  cheese  producer,  is  expected  to  increase  production  2.8  percent  in 
1979  to  1.09  million  tons,  accounting  for  32.5  percent  of  EC  cheese  output. 
It  is  also  expected  that  within  the  next  3  years,  production  will  continue  to 
increase  as  more  milk  is  used  for  cheese  production.     In  addition  to  projected 
increases  in  1979  domestic  consumption — which  will  help  offset  increased  pro- 
duction— France  also  will  export  approximately  210,000  tons,  a  6.1  percent  in- 
crease over  the  1978  level. 

In  Japan,  production  will  continue  to  remain  relatively  static  in  1979,  but 
further  increases  in  consumption  will  again  necessitate  more  imports.  Accord- 
ing to  Industry  sources,  table  consumption  of  natural  cheese  more  than  doubled 
from  about  9,000  tons  in  1974  to  approximately  20,000  tons  in  1978.     Since  Japan 
has    overproduction  of  milk  and  imports  are  needed  to  satisfy  natural  cheese  de- 
mand, dairy  producers  are  calling  for  domestic  processers  to  increase  natural 
cheese  production  above  its  present  level  of  9,000  tons  a  year. 

Cheese  production  in  Argentina  during  1979  is  forecast  to  decrease  3.3  per- 
cent to  237,000  tons.     Exports  will  also  decrease  by  at  least  38  percent  be- 
cause of  decreased  production  and  a  high  internal  rate  of  inflation,  reducing 
Argentina's  price  competitiveness  in  the  world  market.     In  addition  Brazil — 
Argentina's  main  market — increased  its  duties  on  Imported  cheese  in  October 

1978  from  15  to  170  percent,  virtually  closing  this  market  to  Argentine  cheese 
exports . 

In  Canada  and  the  United  States,  cheese  production  continues  upward  as  more 
milk  is  diverted  to  its  manufacture.  Canada  and  the  United  States  expect  1979 
production  to  top  1978 's  by  8.5  and  6.6  percent,  respectively. 

CASEIN 

Casein  production  in  the  major  EC  producing  countries  will  continue  its  in- 
creasing trend  into  1979.     After  being  up  17  percent  in  1978,  production  is 
expected  to  expand  an  additional  6,000  tons,  or  9.7  percent,  in  1979.  In 
France,  casein  production  is  forecast  to  increase  13.6  percent  this  year  to 
25,000  tons,  most  of  which  will  be  exported.     Ireland  also  is  stepping  up  pro- 
duction in  response  to  rising  prices  and  continued  high  exports  to  the  United 
States. 

In  Argentina,  casein  production  in  1978  continued  the  downward  trend  of  the 
past  few  years.     At  3,300  tons,  output  was  27  percent  below  that  of  1977,  and 

1979  production  is  estimated  to  decline  15  percent  2,800  tons.     Exports  in  1978 
dropped  37  percent  to  2,700  tons,  and  in  1979  are  expected  to  decline  still  fur- 
ther to  2,100  tons.     Since  Argentina  is  classified  as  a  foot-and-mouth  country, 
exports  of  casein  to  the  United  States,  its  major  market,  are  subject  to  strict 
health  and  sanitary  controls.    U.S.  imports  of  Argentine  casein  were  down  1,799 
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tons  to  1,365  tons  in  1978.  During  the  first  7  months  of  this  year,  U.S. -Ar- 
gentine trade  amounted  to  only  587  tons,  less  than  half  of  last  year's  total. 

New  Zealand  casein  production  was  up  12.3  percent  in  1978/79  as  export  de- 
mand remained  high,  with  the  United  States,  EC,  and  Japan  being  the  main  markets.

CHEESE  LEADS  IMPORT  ADVANCE  IN  1978  C 


Summary 

U.S.  exports  of  dairy  products  in  1978  were  valued  at 
$150  million,  15  percent  lower  than  in  1977,  and  imports 
increased  20  percent  from  the  1977  level  to  about  $355 
million.  Nonfat  dry  milk  (NFDM)  was  the  leading 
domestic  dairy  product  exported  in  1978,  while  cheese 
accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  dairy  imports  during 
the  year. 

Imports 

The  United  States  imported  about  $355  million  worth  of 
dairy  products  during  1978 — a  20  percent  increase  over  the 
1977  level  and  topped  only  by  1974  imports  of  $362  million. 

About  85  percent  of  the  increase  in  total  value  for  1978 
was  the  result  of  additional  imports  of  cheese.  In  1978,  the 
United  States  imported  almost  33  million  pounds  more 
cheese  than  in  1977.  Much  of  this  increased  volume 
occurred  in  the  last  part  of  the  calendar  year  as  importers 
anticipated  the  expiration  of  the  waiver  authority  and 
imposition  of  countervailing  duties,  which  became 
effective  January  4.  1979.  Imports  during  the  last  2  months 
of  the  year  were  42  percent  higher  than  in  the  comparable 
1977  period.  Cheese  imports  during  the  first  months  of  1979 
were  down  as  importers  began  working  off  excess 
inventories.  As  import  activity  increases  during  the  year, 
total  cheese  imports  by  the  end  of  1979  are  expected  to 
approximate  the  1978  level. 

The  1978  cheese  import  advance  was  led  by  Swiss 
(Emmenthaler),  a  pricebreak  cheese,  which  increased  over 
14  million  pounds  from  the  1977  level.  Import  prices  of 
Swiss  increased  from  an  average  of  $  1 . 26  per  pound  in  1 977 
to  $1.31  per  pound  in  1978.  As  a  result  of  heavy  buying 
during  the  last  2  months  of  1978,  importers  were  paying  an 


average  of  $1.44  per  pound  for  Swiss  from  all  sources. 

Casein  imports  declined  in  1978  as  the  average  yearly 
price  increased  17  percent  over  the  1977  average.  In 
response,  importers  in  1978  purchased  about  9  percent  less 
(about  53,000  tons).  With  worldwide  production  expected 
to  decline  and  with  a  continued  decline  in  world  stocks, 
casein  prices  should  remain  firm  through  1979.  However, 
total  imports  will  probably  experience  a  slight  decline  in 
response  to  this  price  situation. 

Exports 

U.S.  exports  of  dairy  products  totaled  $150  million  in 
1978.  While  this  was  a  1 5  percent  decline  in  value  from  the 
1977  level,  it  was  still  above  the  1973-76  average. 

Nonfat  dry  milk  (NFDM)  was  by  far  the  leading 
domestic  dairy  product  exported  in  1978.  Even  though  the 
total  value  of  NFDM  exports  in  1978  dropped  13  percent, 
the  quantity  exported  increased  80  percent.  This  reflects 
not  only  continued  worldwide  demand  for  NFDM,  but 
more  significantly,  continued  worldwide  abundance. 

However,  in  the  first  quarter  of  1979,  NFDM  stocks  in 
the  European  Community  (EC),  which  account  for  over 
half  of  the  world's  total,  were  at  their  lowest  level  in  4  years 
despite  a  9  percent  rise  in  production.  EC  subsidies  on  the 
use  of  NFDM  for  feed  as  well  as  record  exports  and  high 
prices  for  competing  proteins  have  resulted  in  falling  stocks 
and  upward  price  pressures. 

Cheese  exports  increased  2  percent  in  quantity  and  4  per- 
cent in  value  during  1978,  parallelling  the  world  market 
situation  of  increasing  demand  for  cheese. 

The  demand  for  evaporated  milk  and  cream  recovered 
slightly  in  1978,  with  exports  reaching  almost  15,000  tons. 
However,  this  quantity  is  still  substantially  below  the 


18,532  tons  per  year  export  average  of  1970-76.  Demand 
was  spurred  somewhat  in  1978  by  a  relative  decline  in 
product  prices  over  the  past  2  years. 

Exports  of  dried  whole  milk  and  cream  declined  in  1978 


by  almost  5,000  tons.  Prices  also  dropped  by 
approximately  8.5  percent  compared  with  1977  levels.  In 
the  past  few  years,  overall  export  demand  has  dropped  sub- 
stantially, and  now  is  only  one-third  of  the  1970-76  level.

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WORLD  MILK  OUTPUT  UP  IN  1979  

BUTTER  STOCKS  BUILD, 

NFDM  HOLDINGS  DROP  SHARPLY  c  P-J^ 


Summary 

Worldwide  milk  production  continued  to  rise  during 
1978,  reaching  402  million  metric  tons  for  the  36  principal 
countries — a  1.2  percent  increase  over  1977's  397  million 
tons.  In  1979,  growth  is  expected  to  surpass  2  percent.  Most 
of  the  growth  in  1978  milk  production  occurred  in  the 
European  Community  (EC),  as  most  other  major 
producers — i.e.,  the  United  States,  Canada,  Australia,  and 
New  Zealand — sustained  declines  in  milk  output. 
Expansion  also  occurred  in  the  USSR  and  Eastern  Europe. 
All  major  producers  are  expected  to  experience  varying 
degrees  of  expansion  in  output  for  1979. 

Butter  production  in  1978  was  up  slightly — 0.8  percent 
over  the  1977  level — and  is  expected  to  increase  by  2.2 
percent  in  1979.  Butter  stocks  continue  to  increase 
sharply — up  over  31  percent  in  1978  to  926,000  tons,  with 
the  EC  holding  more  than  half  the  world's  total. 

Cheese  production  continued  to  expand  in  1978, 
reaching  8.3  million  tons  compared  with  8  million  tons  in 
1977 — almost  a  4  percent  increase.  Further  growth  of  over 
4.3  percent  is  expected  in  1979  as  countries  place  increased 
emphasis  on  cheese  manufacture. 

Production  of  nonfat  dry  milk  (NFDM)  in  1978  was  up 
almost  4  percent  "but  the  burdensome  stocks  of  the  past  few 
years  are  sharply  declining.  In  1978,  stocks  decreased  12 
percent  and  in  1979  are  expected  to  drop  almost  14  percent. 
A  large  part  of  this  decrease  is  attributable  to  the  numerous 
disposal  programs  sponsored  by  the  EC,  which  holds  over 
half  of  the  world's  NFDM  inventory. 

World  production  of  casein  leveled  off  in  1978  at  169,000 
tons  and  is  expected  to  drop  in  1979  to  164,000  tons. 
Stocks,  which  continued  to  decline,  have  dropped  over  15 
percent  since  1976  to  72,000  tons  in  1978.  The  trend  is 
expected  to  continue  in  1979,  when  a  sharp  drop  of  about 
33  percent  is  anticipated. 


Milk 

EC  milk  production  increased  3.2  percent  in  1978, 
despite  efforts  to  restrict  milk  supplies  by  reducing  milk 
cow  numbers.  Cows  in  milk  were  down  only  0.4  percent 
(106,000  head),  with  a  slight  increase  forecast  for  1979. 
Production  in  France — EC's  largest  producer — dropped 
marginally,  mostly  because  of  unfavorable  forage  con- 
ditions. Contrary  to  declared  EC  policy,  production  in 
Ireland  continued  to  expand  and  was  up  over  1 1  percent  in 

1978,  largely  as  a  result  of  better  feeding  and  improving 
breeding  and  management.  In  1979,  all  countries  should 
experience  growth  in  production  and  the  total  EC  output  is 
expected  to  increase  1.6  percent. 

In  1978,  non-EC  West  European  nations  experienced  a 
0.5  percent  drop  in  milk  deliveries.  In  Austria  and 
Switzerland  production  quota  systems  are  in  force. 
Production  in  Austria  dropped  in  1978  and  is  expected  to 
be  stable  in  1979.  In  Switzerland,  where  a  modification  of 
the  quota  in  May  1978  triggered  higher  milk  production, 
milk  for  commercial  use  could  surpass  the  2.9-million-ton 
quota  and  reach  2.93  million  tons  by  October  1979. 

To  reduce  the  disparity  between  farm  and  nonfarm 
income,  the  Swiss  Farmers'  Union  and  the  Central  Union 
of  Swiss  Milk  Producers  have  requested  an  increase  in  the 
quota  to  2.95  million  tons  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the  basic 
milk  price  from  the  equivalent  of  about  44  U.S.  cents  per 
kilogram  to  about  46  cents  per  kilogram,  effective  May  1, 

1979.  The  Government  is  expected  to  make  some 
concessions,  despite  concern  for  disposition  of  fresh  milk 
and  products. 

In  Australia,  milk  production  was  down  10  percent  in 
1978.  A  basic  reason  for  this  contraction  is  the  continuing 
rationalization  of  the  dairy  industry  by  selective 
underwriting  of  prescribed  dairy  products  with  the 
objective    of    bringing    production    into    line  with 


remunerative  markets.  However,  total  milk  production  in 
1979  may  advance  by  as  much  as  5  percent,  helped  along  by 
greatly  improved  seasonal  conditions. 

As  a  result  of  drought  that  left  pasture  and  cattle  in  poor 
condition,  production  in  New  Zealand  for  1977/78  (June- 
May)  was  down  8.5  percent.  However,  favorable  weather 
conditions  at  the  beginning  of  the  1978/79  year  brought 
improved  pastures.  If  continued.  New  Zealand  should  see 
an  output  increase  of  almost  4  percent. 

In  Canada,  milk  output  in  1978  at  7.6  million  tons  was 
down  2.3  percent  as  dairymen  responded  to  Government- 
administered  producer  quotas  designed  to  encourage  a 
move  toward  lower  production.  Milk  supplies  in  the  United 
States  were  also  down  in  1978  as  decreases  in  cow  numbers 
more  than  offset  gains  in  yield. 

Eastern  Europe  registered  an  increase  of  1.9  percent  in 
milk  production,  with  further  acceleration  expected  for 
1979.  In  Hungary,  increased  yield  per  cow,  concurrent  with 
the  Government's  successful  plan  to  increase  milk  cow 
numbers,  resulted  in  a  significant  6  percent  increase  in  milk 
output. 

In  the  USSR — the  world's  largest  producer — milk 
output  was  up  only  slightly.  Per  cow  productivity  was  down 
even  though  supplies  of  grains  and  roughages  apparently 
were  adequate.  However,  productivity  in  1979  is  forecast  to 
be  up  2. 1  percent  as  cow  numbers  increase  and  Government 
measures  to  induce  better  yields  take  effect. 

Butter 

Canadian  butter  production  continued  its  downward 
trend  in  1978,  dropping  about  13,000  tons  or  1 1.8  percent. 
Reduced  milk  supplies,  coupled  with  increased 
consumption  of  fluid  milk,  resulted  in  reduced  availability 
of  milk  for  butter  production.  This  trend  is  expected  to 
continue  in  1979. 

U.S.  butter  production  also  dropped  in  1978.  This 
decline — about  40,000  tons — reflects  a  stronger  demand 
for  cheese,  which  pulled  milk  from  butter-powder 
operations.  While  cheese  consumption  gained  over  6 
percent,  butter  production  gained  only  3  percent. 
Production  is  expected  to  continue  falling  in  1979; 
however,  consumption  should  continue  to  increase, 
resulting  in  somewhat  lower  stocks  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

EC  production  of  butter,  responding  to  increased  milk 
output,  rose  156,000  tons  in  1978 — an  8.7  percent  increase. 
In  1977,  EC  production  accounted  for  29.8  percent  of  world 
output.  With  increased  1978  production,  EC  output 
accounted  for  32. 1  percent  of  world  production.  EC  stocks, 
after  declining  in  1977,  increased  47  percent  in  1978.  With 
surplus  disposal  a  major  concern,  EC  exports  of  butter  to 
non-EC  destinations  amounted  to  244,000  tons.  The  EC 
will  most  likely  take  further  steps  this  year  to  alleviate  the 
stocks  problem. 

Australia  and  New  Zealand  registered  declines  in  butter 
production  in  1978,  dropping  6,000  and  44,000  tons, 
respectively.  In  Australia,  the  Government  is  encouraging 
manufacturers  to  move  out  of  butter  production  and  into 


manufacture  of  other  dairy  products,  including  butter-type 
items.  In  New  Zealand,  output  of  butter  declined  as  milk 
was  diverted  into  cheese  manufacture,  a  situation 
paralleling  that  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

Cheese 

Cheese  production  continues  to  spiral  upward, 
encouraged  by  increasing  world  demand.  Even  though 
world  production  has  increased  yearly,  consumption  in  the 
past  3  years  has  outdistanced  production.  World  stocks  are 
decreasing,  and  in  1978  were  reduced  by  4.4  percent  with  an 
anticipated  1979  reduction  of  2.3  percent.  In  1978, 
production  and  consumption  were  up  3.9  and  4.2  percent, 
respectively,  and  further  increases  are  forecast  for  1979. 

In  the  EC,  production  was  2.6  percent  higher  than  in 
1977.  Because  of  poor  export  prospects  most  of  this  output 
was  sold  internally  as  consumption  increased  2.8  percent, 
bringing  per  capita  consumption  to  about  12  kilograms. 
The  semihard  cheese  market  was  especially  hard  hit  by 
declining  prices,  and  the  Netherlands,  which  produces 
about  50  percent  of  the  total  output,  has  tried  to  cut  back 
production. 

Cheese  output  in  New  Zealand  for  1977/78  contracted 
3.7  percent,  largely  because  of  an  unfavorable  market 
situation.  Despite  the  virtual  elimination  of  New  Zealand 
from  the  EC  market,  production  for  May  1979  was  forecast 
to  increase  14  percent,  encouraged  by  optimism  concerning 
the  likely  acquisition  of  new  markets  outside  of  the  EC  and 
the  United  States.  Also  domestic  consumption  of  cheese 
has  increased  33  percent  in  2  years,  largely  because  of 
promotion  by  the  Dairy  Board. 

In  Australia,  cheese  production  is  expected  to  be  up  13 
percent  to  1.3  million  tons  as  manufacturers  shift  milk 
supplies  to  cheese,  where  returns  have  been  higher  on  both 
the  domestic  and  export  markets. 

In  North  America,  Canadian  stocks  of  cheese  have  been 
stable  as  increases  in  production  and  consumption  balance 
out.  However,  in  the  United  States,  stocks  have  declined 
and  further  declines  in  1979  are  anticipated.  These  stock 
reductions,  despite  several  years  of  increased  production, 
can  be  partially  attributed  to  consumer  substitution  of 
cheese  as  a  protein  source  in  times  of  high  meat  prices.  Also, 
the  rate  of  increase  in  the  price  of  cheese  has  been  less  rapid 
than  for  other  foods. 

Nonfat  Dry  Milk 

High  world  stocks  of  NFDM  have  been  decreasing 
dramatically  over  the  past  3  years.  In  1978,  stocks  were 
almost  30  percent  lower  than  the  high  recorded  in  1976,  and 
in  1979  another  drop  of  14  percent  is  expected.  These 
significant  reductions  are  largely  a  result  of  various  surplus 
disposal  efforts  by  the  EC,  which  holds  over  half  the  world 
stocks.  Despite  increasing  production — concurrent  with 
decreasing  human  use — EC  stocks  are  at  their  lowest  levels 
since  1974.  Increased  subsidies  on  NFDM  for  animal  feed 
were  an  essential  means  of  keeping  stocks  down. 


In  1978,  production  of  skim  milk  powder — along  with  all 
dairy  products — was  down  in  New  Zealand  because  of 
decreased  milk  supplies.  Also,  there  has  been  a  continuing 
shift  toward  increased  production  of  whole  milk  powder, 
and  casein  is  becoming  an  important  market. 

In  Australia,  Phase  II  of  the  marketing  arrangements  to 
encourage  lower  production  in  the  dairy  industry  has 
worked  to  cut  back  on  skim  powder  output,  resulting  in 
carryover  stocks  of  only  8,000  tons. 

In  North  America,  Canada  and  the  United  States  have 
both  cut  back  significantly  on  NFDM  production,  with  a 
resulting  drop  in  stocks.  Further  declines  are  expected  in 
output  and  stocks  for  1979  as  milk  supplies  continue  to  be 
diverted  to  cheese  manufacture. 

As  a  result  of  increased  milk  supplies,  Japan  has 
increased  output  of  NFDM.  However,  sluggish  demand 
has  resulted  in  abnormally  large  stocks  and  the  price  of 
NFDM  has  been  about  90  percent  of  the  standard  price. 
This  trend  of  high  stocks  and  low  demand  is  expected  to 
continue  through  1979. 


Casein 

EC  casein  production  increased  7,000  tons  in  1978.  While 
exports  to  non-EC  destinations  amounted  to  36,000  tons, 
EC  consumption  dropped  4,000  tons.  In  France,  casein 
production  increased  at  the  expense  of  skim  milk  powder 
production,  and  in  Ireland  production  increased  4,000  tons 
in  conjunction  with  increased  sales  to  the  United  States. 

While  1977/78  casein  production  in  New  Zealand  fell 
1,000  tons  and  exports  fell  6,000  tons,  demand  for  casein 
from  New  Zealand  remains  good.  Exports  in  1978/79  are 
expected  to  reach  80,000  tons,  up  20,000  tons  from  the 
1977/78  level.  The  main  markets  are  the  United  States, 
Japan,  and  the  EC.
